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UN Delays Move Into Katanga in Face of Threats

Sunday night and left for New 
York by air. 

Russia reacted almost Im¬ 
mediately with a renewed 
demand Jor the withdrawal 
of Belgian troops from the 
former Belgian colony. 


The demand was coupled 
with criticism of the UN 
peacemaking mission and a 
proposal that countries ready 
to take action should be sent 
to replace the UN. 

Hammarskjold's decision to 
postpone the move into Ka¬ 


tanga. scheduled for yester¬ 
day. followed a conference in 
Leopoldville with his assistant, 
Ralph Bunche, immediately 
after Bundle's return from 
Katanga and talks with the 
territory’s premier, Molse 
Tshombe. 


Tshombe says UN interven¬ 
tion is unnecessary because 
Belgian troops have pacified 
the province.

was defeated 35 to 31 just be¬ 
fore the estimates were passed 
by the house. The Liberals 
sided with the CCF against 
the Bomarc. 

M VOTE 

The Bomarc was approved 

In the special defence expedl- 
tures committee of the House 
of Commons by a vote of 5-4 
and also survived an opposi¬ 
tion non-confidence motion 
earlier this session. 

Pearkes, stressing the fact 
that the Russian bomber 
threat was still to be reckoned 
with for the next few years, 
said the Bomarc haa been 
proven to be a success In re¬ 
cent testa which proved It can 
hit and destroy a supersonic 
target 

"We have confidence In this 
weapon," Pearkes said. "I do 
feel that w* are Justified in 
spending the comparatively 
small sum that w# have In the 
estimates for Bomarc Installs 
tions this year.”

Twice Prime Minister 

Man of Principle, 
Meighen Dies 


TORONTO (CP)—Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, twice prime 
minister of Canada and a 
brilliant orator who loved 
clarity of thought and the 
language of Shakespeare, died 
quietly in his sle*p Friday. He 
was 86. 

A state funeral will be held 
here Monday with a morning 
service at St. Andrew’s United 
Church. Burial will take place 
Monday afternoon in the 
lamily plot at St. Mary's, Ont 

Mr. Meighen. a senator for 
10 years and twice leader of 
the Conservative party, fouhd 
success In lpw and wealth in 
the financial world but was 
frustrated in the highest 
realms of politics by a disdain 
lor compromise. 

M r. Meighen's political 
career was studded with bril¬ 
liance, an eloquence seldom 
heard today, controversy, and 
bitterness from enemies who 
called him cold, calculating 
and unemotional. But they 
never called him unfair. 

When he finally retired 1 
from politics in 1942. he told 
a national Conservative con¬ 
vention at Winnipeg: 

“Right or wrong, whatever 
I have said or done is going 
to remain unrevised and un-j 
repented.’’ 

In recent years he had lived 
quietly In Toronto, still a 
vigorous man who often 
walked the 24 miles to his 
downtown office where he 
was a financial counsel. 

Mr. Meighen's firm stand for 
his principles made him one 
mies from the beginning of his j 
career. One of six children of 
a southwestern Ontario farm-: 
er. he lost his first job as a 1 
teacher when he refused to 
change a decision against a 
trustee’s daughter. 

He went to teach at Portage 
la Prairie, became a lawyer 
and was elected an M.P. on his 
- first try from that riding. 

Political leaders were im¬ 


pressed by his clear thinking 
and fairness and he rose swift¬ 
ly through the ranks of Sir 
Robert Borden’s Conservative 
cabinet. 

During the First World War 
he helped steer the controver¬ 
sial conscription legislation 
through Parliament and thus, 
earned the lasting animosity of I 
Quebec. 

When Sfr Robert retired in 

1920, Mr. Meighen took office I 
but was defeated 14 months 
later by the Liberal, surge of 

1921. 

He headed the government 
again briefly in 1926. but re¬ 
tired from politics in that year 
to begin his financial career. 

After six years he returned 
to Ottawa as government lead¬ 
er In the Senate. 

He left #n 1941 to become 
Conservative party leader again, 
but resigned the following year 
when defeated in a by-election. 
Never again did he seek poli 
tical office.

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The Provincial Election 


T IE various political parties and 
people generally are ready for 
the provincial election; some have 
been clamoring for it. The date 
chosen, September 12, will not curtail 
the campaign period. People are 
never all on vacation at the same 
time, and the issues will be hashed 
and rehashed often enough for all to 
hear. If the electorate attends meet¬ 
ings, reads the press, listens to radio 
and television,'it should be sufficient¬ 
ly informed to cast an intelligent 
ballot. 

It will be an invigorating contest. 
Highways Minister Gaglardi foresees 
a “dirty" campaign, meaning one 
filled with Invective. Premier Bennett 
calls for one lacking in abuse. The 
probability is that it will be similar 
to previous elections in this respect- 
Politidal campaigns hew to form, and 
the form Includes ample and pun¬ 
gent comment and criticism. Person¬ 
alities are not likely to be spared. 

All the four leading parties are 
bent on staging a major effort. Few 
if any seats will be left uncontested. 
It is this four-way split, emphasized 
this year by a resurgence of Conser¬ 
vative and Liberal activity, that em¬ 
barrasses the political situation in 
B.C. There are too many major 
groupings.' 

Good government best results 
when there is a strong opposition in 
the House. The present Socred ad¬ 


ministration has had an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority in the Legislature. With 
four parties running strongly in the 
campaign and each winning a fair 
share of seats a government could be 
put in with only a third of the 
popular vote behind it. Minority gov¬ 
ernments are not unusual under our 
system but it is best when the bal¬ 
ance is more nearly even. 

Voters are more aware of this 
than politicians sometimes seem to 
think, however, and the ballot box 
often provides the corrective. 

There will be time later to ex¬ 
amine the several programs put 
forth by the different parties. Mean¬ 
while already the promises have be¬ 
gun — there is never any lack of 
these—with talk of tax relief, health 
insurance, and other enticing propo¬ 
sals. These will doubtless be amplified 
as the campaign proceeds, in the 
usual attempt to win friends and in¬ 
fluence the voters. Thf issues will 
become clearer as the weeks roll on. 

Unlike the Saskatchewan. Quebec 
and Maritime elections earlier this 
year the BC. result will not have 
federal echoes to the same extent. 
The pattern here Is different and the 
lines mixed. As the last federal elec¬ 
tion showed, there need not be much 
connection between federal and pro¬ 
vincial favors. The September elec¬ 
tion here Is a domestic affair, with 
internal B.C. issues predominating. 


Dangerous Short Cut 


T ORONTO'S metropolitan author¬ 
ity has requested the Ontario 
government to amend its highway 
code to make It lawful for police 
officers to lay charges on the sole 
evidence of identification afforded by 
motor vehicle licence numbers. For 
this short-cut to the courts there is 
considerable support from people and 
organizations concerned over the 
numbers of drivers who evade prose¬ 
cution. 

It is pointed out that under 
present requirements an officer must 
stop an offender and identify him 
before a charge may be laid. If the 
act were amended as suggested, all 
he would have to do would be to note 
the number of the car, the nature of 
the offence, and the other particu¬ 
lars required to sustain a charge in 
court. 

Simple and sensible? Perish the 
idea. 

It is unfair and sometimes cruel 
that drivers should be able to escape 
the consequences of their negligence. 
But better that they should than that 
any police officer should be able to 
haul some possibly innocent parly 


into court on the sole identification 
of a number written in a notebook. 

The chances of error are far too 
great. The numerals embossed on 
licence plates are not so large or so 
distinct as to remove any possibility 
of mistake. A police officer with 
20-20 vision could in certain circum¬ 
stances read a 5 as an 8, for example; 
and a slight case of a stigmatism 
could lead to all kinds of errors. 

Even if a number were read cor¬ 
rectly in the first Instance a mistake 
could be made in writing It down- 
One of the most common errors, with 
telephone numbers, licence figures 
and other types of identification, i3 
in transposition of numerals. Every¬ 
one does this at one time or another, 
and police officers are not infallible. 

It is an expensive, time-consum¬ 
ing and unusually humiliating bus¬ 
iness to be arraigned in court, espe¬ 
cially if the charge is as serious as 
that of failing to remain at the scene 
of an accident No one should ever be 
required to answer such a charge 
on erroneous evidence of identification 
and put to the perhaps impossible 
obligation of proving that he was not 
the owner or person in charge of the 
car involved. 


Cyclists and the Law 


WfHEN a cyclist was fined in police 
" court the other day for care¬ 
less driving the charge was described 
as a rarity in this area. Many people, 
especially distraught motorists, may 
wonder why it should be. Those who 
observe the suicidal antics of cyclists 
generally may conclude that If the 
police had recourse to the highway 
code more often some of the risks 
of driving would be removed. 

There are careful cyclists just as 
there are careful car drivers, hunters 
and others who follow dangerous 
pursuits. In proportion, however, 
there are far more careless cyclists. 
Consequently drivers of motor 
vehicles are kept in an unnecessary 
state of anxiety when there are 
bicycle riders in the vicinity. 

Where the offenders are juveniles 
the need for firm discipline is all the

more important. Understanding of and

Whatever the outcome, the situation 
will need all the considerable tact of 
Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold. 

He is caught between conflicting 
Interests, the central Congolese govern¬ 
ment of Patrice Lumumba and the 
Katanga provincial administration of 
Molse Tshombe. 

Lumumba and his ministers dally urge 
Hammarskjold to hurry up the move Into 
Katanga. The Soviet Union’s press Is also 
constantly snapping at the secretary- 
general’s heels. 

Tshombe tells Hammarskjold to keep 
out. Belgium, which hastily granted 
Independence to the former colony less 
than-five weeks ago, also opposes send¬ 
ing UN troops to Katanga. 

The Intent of last month's two Secur¬ 
ity Council resolutions la this: the UN 
aecretarlcet organizes a military force 
at the Congo government’s request to 
restore order and safety; as-the number 
of UN troops In the country increases. 


Belgium will withdraw her forces, which 
the Congolese government says are un¬ 
welcome, as quickly as possible. 

• As for Katanga. Hammarskjold shows 
no sign of being stampeded by Tshombe's 
defiant talk of resisting the UN entry. 

The province la protected by Belgian 
soldiers and it la Inconceivable that they 
would be Involved in opposing the UN. 
Apart from that, Tshombe can muster 
only a small native military force. 

Tshombe's defiance probably Is de¬ 
signed mainly for political effect locally. 

He fears that the UN operation la 
nothing but a cover for Lumumba to 
regain control of the province. Tshombe 
at first declared Katanga Independent but 
has since been proposing a federal form 
of government for the Congo In place of 
the present centralized administration. 

But as Hammarskjold has made clear, 
none of this concerns the UN at the mo¬ 
ment. The UN, however, does have the 
right to replace the Belgians in Katanga. 

And until that la a fact, little can be 
done to help the Congo stand on Its own 
feet. That is likely to be the biggest Job 
of all.

S OMEONE suggested not long ago 
that a commlaaion should be ap¬ 
pointed to Investigate the operations 
of unemployment insurance. There is 
ample evidence that this public, serv¬ 
ice Is being abused. 

It was Instituted solely for tempor¬ 
ary assistance of persons who were 
out of employment through no fault 
of their own. But no less an author¬ 
ity than Richard D. Thrasher, parlia¬ 
mentary secretary to Labor Minister 
Starr, declared recently that the list 
of registered applicants la no longer 
a register of genuinely unemployed 
persona who are actively seeking 
work. 

Some, he said, are registered only 
for the purpose of obtaining benefits. 

* * * 

“Although It Is my own personal 
opinion that there is a responsibility 
on the state te assist those who 
through no fault of their own are not 
able to obtain employment,’' said 
Mr. Thrasher, “U we are to protect 
our unemployment insurance system 
as an Insurance scheme we must be 
aware of an attitude that would re¬ 
gard the fund as a panacea for any 
and all sorts of financial needs, and 
that benefits should be paid to all 
persons who are not-working, regard¬ 
less of the duration of their unem¬ 
ployment or the circumstances that 
gave rise to If 

The present system was Intro¬ 
duced to take the stigma out of the 
old “dole’’ or ’'relief’ payments. But 
the unemployment insurance fund 
has drifted away trqm Its original 
purpose of providing temporary as¬ 
sistance to needy Jobless persons. 

It Is said to be frequently regarded 
as a source of supplementary Income, 
rather than a means of alleviating 
hardship for those who are unable to 
find work. 

a a * 

In my own limited experience of 
these things I have known of a case 
where a so-called ‘‘self-employed" per¬ 
son, a farmer, supplemented hta In¬ 
come by registering as out of work 
In intervals between one contract Job 
and another. 

I am told that the unemployment 
offices In some cities are crowded 
with women of all ages, many of 
them recent immigrants, who are 
only seeking work in order to qualify 
lor unemployment Insurance. 

I am not trying to belittle the un¬ 
employment situation; it is probably 
bad enough, but It Is being worsened 
by the abuse of this insurance system, 
which was only intended as a tem¬ 
porary relief from the stress of 
genuine unemployment. 

It should be remembered that the 
fund is maintained by regular pre¬ 
miums paid out of wages by all 
workers, supplemented by payments 
by their employers. 

The insurance la similar to fire or 
accident insurance. No Insurance 
company would last very long if It 
had to meet the accident claims of all 
and" silndry who paid premiums spor¬ 
adically and were repeatedly running 
Into accidents.

VIGOROUS tight is shaping up

The new leader 
to be selected at 
Regina next week 
will be either Hazen 
Argue, who heads 
the eight CCF MPs ■ 
in the Commons, or 
Alistair Stewart, a Winnipeg MP for 
13 years until defeated in 1958, 

Other names are mentioned: 

David Lewla, Toronto lawyer who 
was formerly CCF national president. 

Stanley Knowles, one of the great¬ 
est of 20th century parliamentarians, 
who is still CCF deputy leader. 

Frank Scott, professor of constitu¬ 
tional law at McGill. 

Donald C. MacDonald, CCF leader 
in Ontario. 

But, for varied reasons, none of 
them is considered a serious con¬ 
tender. 

a a * 

Overshadowing all six of them la 
the towering image of diminutive 
Premier Tommy Douglas of Saskat¬ 
chewan. If he were to consent to take 
over the leadership from aged and 
ailing M. J. Coldwell, he could have 
It by acclamation. 

But Douglas expects that Saskat¬ 
chewan’s private medical practi¬ 
tioners will try to sabotage his pre¬ 
paid medical care plan. Douglas be¬ 
lieves that if they succgpd. state medi¬ 
cine in this country will be set bark 
25 years. He considers It his respons¬ 
ibility to prevent this—which means 
remaining premier. 

Argue, 39. wants the CCF leader¬ 
ship probably more than he ever 
wanted anything. He has been ac¬ 
tively working towards it since the 
election defeats of Knowles and 
Stewart Argue obviously hopes to 
use the leadership to springboard into 


the leadership of the ‘New Party" 
when it is formed next year by mar¬ 
riage between the CCF and the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congress. 

Stewart 34. does not want to be 
party leader. Instead, he wants to be 
national president of the CCF—and 
later the New Party—but he la under 
strong pressure to stand against 
Argue for the leadership. Unlike 
Douglas, he can be drafted to run. 

WWW 

At least half of the CCF MPs pre¬ 
fer Stewart. They admit Argue la 
hardworking, an experienced and 
able politician, a fighter, and that he 
is effective in Parliament and on the 
hustings But they say he lacks the 
spark of leadership, that he can't 
make tough decisions, that he Is too 
easily Influenced, and that he has a 
poor TV presence. Moreover, they 
doubt that labor would enthuse over 
a New Party leader from rural Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

They contend that Stewart has 
what Argue lacks. And knowing both 
men. I would agree that Stewart's 
Is the more Incisive personality. He 
Is tough-minded and the kind of man 
other men heed. And he is effective 
on TV—In 1958 he almost succeeded 
in riding out the Tory tide In Mani¬ 
toba. being beaten by only 215 votes. 
Moreover, he is well known to and 
liked by the CLC. 

Argue worked hard as House 
leader to get the top Job—and partly 
because of that it may elude him. 
CCFers tell me they are Impressed 
by the accomplishments of Jean Le- 
sage outside the legislature, as the 
seatless Liberal leader. In preparation 
. lor the recent Quebec election. They 
say the CCF and New Party would 
profit greatly by having a full-time 
leader outside the House of Commons 
In the year or two remaining before 
the next election, and a full-time na¬ 
tional president as well. They would 
leave Argue as House leader, a Job 
they say is more than enough to keep 
him busy.

The Security Council 

Prestige 
Enhanced 

By W. N. EWER, from Londoa 

T HERE Is no question that tho 
prestige of the United Nations 
and In particular of the Security 
Council has risen 
considerably during 
the past three 
months. 

That Is largely 
due to the decisive- 
ness, speed and ef¬ 
ficiency with which 
Mr. Hammarskjold 
has acted over the 
Congo. The reputa¬ 
tion and authority pf the secretary- 
general have never stood higher. 

But the Security Council as well as 
the secretary-general has shown de¬ 
termination, a will of Its own, and a 
constructive spirit. It has on four sep¬ 
arate and important occasions refused 
to allow itself to be used simply as a 
forum for acrimonious controversy. 

It has set Its face firmly against de¬ 
mands that it should “condemn" this 
or that country. It has sought in the 
spirit of the charter to find reason¬ 
able methods of dealing with dis¬ 
putes brought before It. 

* * * 

The first case was the Soviet de¬ 
mand at the end of May, following the 
U-2 affair and the breakdown of the 
summit, that the council should con¬ 
demn the United States for “aggres¬ 
sive acts" against the Soviet Union. 

The council would have none of this. 
Only the Soviet and Polish Relegates 
voted for the demand. Instead, the 
council oarried (with Russia and Po¬ 
land abstaining) a resolution pro 
posed by Argentina, Ceylon, Ecuador 
and Tunisia. 

This, carefully drafted in the hope * 
that It could be accepted by the two 
Communist members, urged the four 
summit powers to resume deecussiona 
as soon as possible and to avail them- 
selves of any assistance that the UN 
could give. 

It seemed Irreproachable. Never¬ 
theless, Mr. Gromyko attacked It In 
unbridled language. It would only 
please those who “want to turn this 
organization into a branch of the 
Pentagon." But he did abstain from 
using the Soviet veto, though he made 
It clear that his government would ig¬ 
nore the appeal. That, however, la not 
the fault of the council. 

* * ★ 

The second case was that of ten¬ 
sion between Cuba and the United 
States. Again the Soviet representa¬ 
tive (now Mr. Sobolev) asked the 
council to ‘condemn the United 
States" for its aggressive acts against 
Cuba. Again, the council declined to 
do anything of the sort. 

> Argentina and Ecuador proposed 
that the matter be referred to the 
Organization of American States In 
the first place, reserving the council’s 
right to deal with It, if necessary, at 
a later stage. Cuba disliked the Idea. 

But Its foreign minister announced 
that he would "bow to the decision of 
the majority.” Mr. Sobolev, In another 
bitterly worded speech, snnounced 
that he and his colleague would ab¬ 
stain from voting. 

Third came the appeal from the 
new Congo government. The pattern 
repeated itself. The Soviet delegate 
called for the "condemnation" of Bel¬ 
gium for “armed aggression." The 
council refused. 

This time It was Ceylon and Tun- 
tola. acting for the Afro Aslan group 
which gave the lAd to a wiser way. - 
Their resolutions gave the secretary- 
general full authority to act by pro¬ 
viding both military a™ 1 economic 
assistance to the Congo Republic: 
and called on Belgium for a “speedy" 
withdrawal of its troops. 

Mr. Sobolev, after an effort to 
make the second resolution nonsense 
by substituting “within three days" 
for “speedy," gave way and voted 
with the rest 

a * * 

Not so in the last episode—that of 
the RB-47. On this occasion the Soviet 
representative (now Mr. Kuznetsov) 
twice used the "veto" to prevent rea¬ 
sonable proposals approved by all 
non Communist members of the coun¬ 
cil from becoming s binding resolu¬ 
tion which the Soviet Union must 
carry out undjer the terms of the char¬ 
ter. 

It was an extraordinary perform 
ance. The U.S. had produced Its owa 
version, based on instrumental evi- 
dence, of what happened to the plane. 
The Soviet Union, without adducing 
any evidence, had given a different 
version. 

To the council as a whole it seemed 
obvious that before they could pass 
any Judgment there should be an in¬ 
ternational Inquiry Into the facto. The . 
U.S. offered this But Mr. Kuz- 
ne.tsov would have none of it. 

* e ★ 

But my point to this. It Is the 
council's function to try to rule dis¬ 
putes, not to provide a forum for 
cold war polemics. On all these four 
occasions the Soviet Union has asked 
the Security Council to “condemn" 
governments which It has chosen to 
accuse of “aggression." On each 
occasion the council has refused. It 
has sought against Communist op¬ 
position, ta find sensible ways of deal¬ 
ing with these ‘‘disputes” and of eas-1 
ing the tension which they have * 
caused- and this unanimously, except ; 
for the Soviet Union and Its obedient 
partner. 

It to quite dear that the council's 
behavior in ail these four cases has 
increased its prestige and repute 
emong all who believe In the charter 
of the United Nations.

I think most good gardeners 
realize the need lor top-dressing the 
lawn annually. Chemical fertilizers 
are essential, and it is almost im¬ 
possible to keep a lawn green and 
lush without them, but they should be 
used In addition to topdressing, not 
as a substitute. 

Competition between the grasses 
In a lawn is very severe, and here the 
application of a light covering of good 
topsoil will usually produce spectac¬ 
ular results by Improving the soil tex¬ 
ture. My own favorite topdressing 
consists of two parts good loam, 
one part peat moss and one part 
coarse sand, all passed through a half¬ 
inch sieve and spread to a depth of 
half an Inch. This can go on either 
In spring or fall—I prefer the fall, 
as I think the action of frost and 
thaw tends to work the dressing 
down Into the soil. 

It doesn't seem to be so generally 
realized, though, that other plants 
besides grass appreciate a similar top- 
dressing. The plants which require 
this attention are those which pro¬ 


duce an abundance of feeding roots 
cloe to the surface, and in some 
cases, these roots will actually be¬ 
come exposed to view, with disas¬ 
trous results if they are not covered 
promptly. 

Cucumbers are common offenders 
in this regard, and it is quite the 
usual thing to find white roots peep¬ 
ing through the soil surface. The top- 
dressing in this case should contain 
a good proportion of well-rotted 
manure, as these are hungry plants 
and gross feeders. 

Strawberry plants have a tendency 
to heave themselves up out of the 
ground—or perhaps the soil washes 
away, leaving some of the roots ex¬ 
posed. .Whatever the reason, this 
should be corrected with a rich top- 
dressing—enough to cover the roots 
but leaving the crown of the plant 
Just barely showing. The best time to 
apply this is after cropping is finished 
and the old leaves have been cut or 
burnt off. 

Lily of the Valley is another 
heaver-upper. and it is quite a com¬ 
mon thing to find the crowns ap¬ 
pearing right at the surface a year 
or two after planting. This plant loves 


straight leafmould. made by rotting 
down that pile of leaves you raked up 
in the fall. If no leafmould is avail¬ 
able, the biorganic peat product sold 
as Fertil Mulch does a grand Job on 
Lily of the Valley. Applied in the 
early fall, the dressing will ensure 
prolific blooming the following year. 

I think I mentioned, several weeks 
ago. the need for inspecting the lilies 
regularly in order to spot promptly 
the appearance of surface roots. 
Many of our most popular lilies are 
stem-rooters, and these plants will 
never put their best foot forward 
unless these surface roots are given a 
mound of rich top dressing to bite 
into. 

Houseplants. too. will go to town 
after being treated to a topdressing.

In this case, scrape away a little of 
the old soil, then water thoroughly 
before replacing it with a soiland- 
manure mixture or straight Fertil- 
Mulch. The watering is most Im¬ 
portant, for the condition of the new 
Surface can give a misleading Im¬ 
pression as to the need for water at 
the lower level until it has settled 
down and “married" the old soil In 
the pot.

Pearkes said 
he could see "no difficulties in 
the way" of an agreement with 
the United States along the 
same lines as the U.S.-United 
Kingdom agreement where a 
U.S. and UJC officer each have 
keys "to the receptacle" where 
nuclear weapons are stored. 

“Then the sole authority to 
authorize the use of those 
weapons in Canada would be 
the prime minister of Canada, 
who. having had them released 
by tha president of the United 
States, would then give direc¬ 
tions as to when and how they 
should be actually used." 

BOW MUCH WARNING? 

Opposition leader Lester 
Pearson asked Pearkes “how 
much warning we would have 
of an Intercontinental ballistic 
missile during which this joint 
control would have to oper¬ 
ate?" 

'Tho Immediate amount of 
warning." Pearkes said, “would 
be approximately 30 minutes 
but there might be days of 
warning because It does not 
necessarily follow that the first 
missile would be fired against 
the Canadian target ... the 
first missiles might fall In the 
United States, giving us per 
haps hours of warning.” 

Mr. Pearkes said it was Im¬ 
perative Canadian soldiers In 
Europe have the uae of nuclear 
weapons If they an to bava a 
"fighting chance."

During the past three years, 
he added, Canada’s attempt to 
participate in- defence of the 
North American continent had 
resulted In this country "be¬ 
coming nothing more than Just 
the last two knots of the Bo¬ 
marc tall of the defence kite.” 

T believe that In getting 
out of this position," Pearson 
added, "we would reject the 
use by ua of any form of nu 
clear weapons for what la mis- 
takenly called the defence of 
our territory." 

Pearson said Canada should 
prepare Ita armed forces for 
"International service, prefer¬ 
ably under the United Nations, 
snd in getting out of nuclear 
armament completely, without 
getting out of our collective 
commitments."
